SAYS GERMANY Will 
PAY Oil WAR DEBT 


MUNICH. Jan. IO. 
I Correspond­ 
ence of the Associated Press)— ' The 
one debt which Germany never un­ 
der any circumstances would repudi­ 
ate, no m atter how hard p r e s s e d it 
might become, is Bs war foan» 
a Bavarian financier recently. He bas­ 
ed his opinion on the fact that the 
war loans are so thoroughly distrib­ 
uted among the people that a failure 
to pay a n y 'one or any part of any 
loan would hit hardest thos* who can 
least afford to lose. 
Bavaria is a good example of the 
universality of the loan holdings, for 
no less than 1.430.000 families, or 
nearly everyone in the former king­ 
dom, took at least some of the nine 
loans. 
All of them are of course in­ 
timately interested not only in the 
payment of the loan they hold, but 
in the conduct of the financial affairs 
! of Germany. Reports of the amounts 
taken by Bavarians in three German 
I loans would seem to indicate, when 
i compared with the 1,430,000 
total 
above .that hundreds of thousands of 


persons subscribed over 
and 
over 
again. 
The Bavarian saving* banks, with 
the deposits of relatively a small di­ 
vision of the former German empire, 
invested 471,500,000 marks in the 
first eight loans .and their deposi­ 
tors with money not in banks sub­ 
scribed another 203,300,000 marks. 
The state insurance agencies against 
sickness, the Bavarian 
co-operative | 
societies, and the ordinary insurance 
companies, added a total of 96,300,- 
000 marks to the first seven loans.

pire. and Bismarck followed with the 
proclam ation.

concluded: 
May God grant us and o ur success­ 
ors ever to be increasers Of the Ger­ 
man Empire, not 
by w arlike con­ 
quests. b u t with the graces and gifts 
of peace for the national well-being, 
for freedom and civilization.” 
Cheers for the new E m peror were 
led by the G rand Duke of Baden. 
It was at B ism arck's lodgings in
